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MRS. FORT. 
A WOMAN WITH AN EVENTFUL 
HISTORY. 


Which Tekes the Reader Beck to the Diys When 
Raltroads Were Uoknewn, Calico was Dear, 
and Progress Had Not Begun—The L'fe 
Work cf Mre. Tomiinson Fort. 


The death of Mrs. Dr. Tomlinson Fort (Mrs, Mar 
tha Lowe Fort, nee Fannin—) which occurred 
Thursday, June J4, 1883, at five anda half o'clock 
p.m, at Macon,an account of which was published 
in THe ConsTiITUTION, deserves more than a mere 
passing notice at our hands. She was one of the most 
remarkable women who ever lived in Georgia, and 
ax Rev. Dr. Joseph Key has said: “Had she been a 
man she would have heida place in the front rank 
of Georgia’s great men.”’ 

She was remarkable as possessing all the social, 
intellectual, moral and religious qualities in the 
highest degree. Modest, patient, charitable and 
self-sacrificing, she shone in every circle in which 
she moved. Although courageous and firm io her 
defense of the right and her denunciation of all 
that had the slightest sem blance 
of dishonesty or dishonor in it, she left none but 
friends. Her life was devoted to othersand to their 
wants. &he was the chosen counsellor of the poor 
and the distressed They trusted her with their 
gifts, for they knew her counsels would be wise. 
No beggar was ever known toleave her door emp- 
ty handed, nor was her charity confined to those 
who sought it, for whenever she heard of suffering 
or distress among those whe lived near her, relief 
was always furvished whether she knew the su f- 
ferer or not. Nor washer cherity confined to the 
whites alone, whea her death was known to the 
negroes who lived in the village near her residence 
it wassaid: ‘“‘Al. Collinsville wasintears.’’ She 
has had the careand education and bas stood in 
the position of a mother more than any other one 
in the state. Born fifteen miles from Eatonton, in 
Putnam county,on the plantation of her father 

Joseph D. Fannin, and her mother 
Betsey Lowe Fannin. on the eighth 
of January, 1804, she wasleftan orphan at tender 


age by the death of her father. By the consent of 
her mother her uncle, Abram Fannin, who was a 
leading merchant aad collector of customsin Sa- 
vannab. took her to New Yorkin :817, and piaced 
her at Miss Hall’s celebrated school, at Elizabeth, 
New Jersey, where she remained a sh@t while un- 
til the school was broken up, and she then went to 
the school of the Misses Lyman, daughters of our 
then minister to Eugland, at Philadelphia, where 
she remained until 1821. During this time she was 
often invited to the home of General and Mrs. 
Wingfield scott, and other leading persous, and ep- 
tertained by them. Returning home, she was soon 
deprived of her mother by death, and then at the 
age of seventeen she was Charged wiih the care and 
education of her sisters, afterwards the wives of 
Mejor Johu W. Porter, of Madison, father of our 
townsman, Captain J. Henry Porter, and of Nrs. 
George W. Williams, and Mrs. Wade, of Mr. Sea- 
born Johusou, of Cave Spring, Georgia, father of 


Mr Jack Johnson, of this city, 
and of Judge Stewart Floyd, father 
of Mrs. Woodson, and Mrs. Fred Foster 


aad of her brother, Major Joseph D. Fannin, now 
of Macon, Ga. She cheerfully accepted the trust. 
Finding the veed of schools for them, she erected at 
her ownexpense,and with her hegroes, the first 
school house ever built in Patnam county—and 
then rode sixteen miles in her gig, to employ a 
teacher. She afterward reared her own family, con- 
sisting of nine children, who reached mature years, 
and in 1864, when sixty years old, she was called 
upon by the death of her son-in-law,snd her daught- 
er, Mr. and Mre. Huguenin, io rear and educate 
their family of foursmali children. Of three gen- 
erations of her own relatives, be-ides a large num- 
ber of others,among therm Mrs. John W. Duucan, 
Mrs. Kobert Hunter, and also her children, has she 
had the care and keepiug. Her couuselstothem all 
are jewells, priceless aud prized, 

ler family name was originally spelt ‘‘Fanning,”’ 
andso continued until the revolutionary war, Kd- 
muud Fanning and James Fanning, were sons of 


an lrish nobleman, they emigrated to 
North Carolina. When the rev« lution- 
ary war broke out, Edmund remained 


loyal to the crowa. He commanded a regiment of 
British soldiers, and at the close of ihe war was’ 
made governor general of Nova Scotia, and after- 
wards succeeded to the tide and estates of his 
father. One of Edmund's daughters afterwards 
married Major Wickham, a celebrated lawyer in 
ond, Virginia. James Fannin, Mrs. Fort’s 
grandfather, espoused the cause cf the colonies and 
became an officer of high rank. He was so devoted 
to the cause, and so vexed and outraged with his 
brother for his ioyalty to the cro vn and his course, 
that .he cut the ‘‘g’’ from the name and ever after- 
ward<speltit “Fannuin.’’ Colonel James Fannin, 
who was so baselv and treacherously murdered at 
Goliad by the Mexicans, after they had surrendered, 
was a favorite cousin of Mrs. Fort, Colone) James 
Fannin, of West Point, and Colonel Isam G. Fannin, 
Augustus Fannin and Oliver P. Fannin are also 
related to ber-—all being descended from James 
Fannin. Her mother was a daughter of Cap- 
tain Law, who served with Washington in all 
his campaigns and who after the revolution, moved 
to Hancock county, Georgia, where he is buried. 
He was a man of great wealth i. his day and occu- 
pied a commanding piace among the people of the 
county. 
As illustrating the progress made during her life 
and the changes made, we state that Mrs. Fort own- 
ed the first piano,a'dthe first set of mahogony 
furniture, which was everin Putnam county, and 


her father's house was the first house 
in that county made of sawed lum- 
per. The logs were sawed by hand-whin 


gaws, and two hundred feet a day was the task for 
two hands. Her father carried the first bermuda 
grass ever planted there, in his saddlebags, and 
planted it in his flower garden and waterec it to 
keep it from dying. He also imported the first 
mule ever brought into that country. Mrs. Fort 
rode upon the first train of cars which ever ran in 
this state, and when she returned from school, at 
Philadelphia, to her home near Latonton, she was 
travelling three weeks, night and day, in a stage 
coach, and when she went from Savannah to Aew 
York, to school, going in the ship “Speed of 
Peace,"’ it took seven days to make thetrip, The 
first calico dressshe everowned was bought at one 
doilar per yard in 1512 In her life railroads, 
telegraph, steam boats and cotton gius 
have all been iutroduced into general use. 
Mrs Fort’s hand was sought in marriage by many 
of the best men of the day, among them President 
Mirabean Lamar, of Texas, who dedicated a poem 
to her. Coionel Wm. H, Sparks, who refers to her 
in his ‘Memories of Fifty Years.’’ Others might 
be named, but as they have neverin print referred 
toit, it would be improper to do so here. In the 
twentieth year of herage, in the year lo24, she gave 
her hand in marriage to Dr. lomlinson Fort. the 
celebrated physician, citizen, authorand politician, 
£0 well known to the people of this state, and when 
two years afterwards, Dr. Fort was elected to con- 
gress, she accompanied him to Washington, where 
she shone as a central figure in society. Amon 
her warm friends were John C. Calhoun, Daniel 
Webster, Henry Clay, Edward Everett, ex President 
Madison, President Jackson, and their wives. she 
Was often invited to the presidential mausion, and 
at the inaugural of President Jackson was given a 
select place It is said of John C. Calhoun that he 
never Sought ad introduction to but one congress- 
man—that one Dr. Fort. They remained warm 
friends until the day of Calhoun’s death, although 
Ur. Port wae a strong Jackson democrat and differed 
in politics from Mr. Calhoun.

Dr. Tomlinson Fort, her hushand, was born in 
Burke county, Georgia, July 14,1787. His father, 
Arthur Fort, was oneof the leading spirits in the 
revolutionary timesin which he lived. He served 
with distinction in Georgia during the war. When 
Sir James Wright evacuated Savannah he was put 
im charge of the government house, and he was also 
one of the three who com posed the celebrated "‘com- 
mittee of safety into whose hands the government’ 
of the state was entrusted during the war—/as stated 
by St» vensin his History of Georgia. 

Dr. Fort’s mother was formerly Miss Tomlinson, 
from whom he took the name Tomlinson. He be- 
came the most distinguished physician in the state, 
also a leading politician, representing his county 
for twelve years in the legislature, and his state in 
congress two years, as before said. His 
large family, and his private affairs compelled him 
w retire from politics and devote himself w his 
profession. He was a great student and a fine 
writer. In 1849 he published a valuable work on 
medicine, catied **Fort’s Medical Practice,’’ which 
added greatiy his reputation, and has been ex- 
tensive.y used in the south and west. He served as 
captain of the Baldwin Volu: teers in the war of 
1812, and was severely wounded in a battle with the 
Iodians in Fioriada. The ball remained in his body, 
d avout 1819 he was attacked with a strange dis- 
which the best physicians of the country, 
he went north five times to see, could not 
derstand.

Mr. Fort was one of the leading 
Jackson democrats of the day and was strongly de- 
yoted tothe union. Mrs. Fort thought as did he~ 
husband. In 1861 when Georgia seceded and all 
were rejoicing—when cannons were sounding, and 
when torch light processions were going from house 
to house iliuminated in honor of the event, to 
bear words of congratulation from the leading 
minds of the state, she refused to permit her home 
to be illuminated,saying thisall meaus blood! blood! 
So soon however as the forces began to gather she 
sevt her three sons to the field aud she herself or- 
ganized one of the first if not the very first southern 
relief association. It was called ‘‘The Soldiers Re- 
lief association.’’ She bevameits president. Dur- 
ing th. war she knit with her own hands over one 
huudred and fifty pair of socks for the soldiers 
while her daughters made clothing for the soldiers, 
lint for the hospital and even made car'ridges. Her 
aucestry for two generations and her husbands for 
the same length of time had been for€most among 
thore who had rallied to the field for the defense of 
their country, and she did not propose to avoid any 
duty or put obstacles in the way of doing what was 
demanded of them. Her first duty she felt was to 
Georgia, where her ancestors are buried, as before 
Stated. 

Mrs. Fort has been a member of the Methodist 
church—the chu ch of her mether—for years. Her 
life was one lung, beautiful sermon. Her rel‘gion 

was uot theoretical, out practical. she showed her 

faith by her works. Whatever her hands found to 

do, she did it witha/l her might. She had no fear 

of death. Her last few years were years of great 

suffering. and she has often contemplated death— 

not only with resignation, but with joy.

A curious incident show- 
ing the progress of the age in Which she died, over 
aud bi yond thatin which she passed her youth is 
shown by the fuer, that the announce- 
ment of her death which occurred 
June 14th, was published the day afterwards more 
than one bundred milesaway in THE CONSTITUTION, 
together with tne details of her death,the place and 
time of her burial, and that paper was carried by 
the same train which carried her remains to Mil- 
ledgeville on the 15th of June.the day of her burial, 
Mrs. Fort left six children living tv mourn her loss.

The world rolls 
on and Christianity still prevails and teaches 
us how tolive and how todie. Ever since 
Solomon’s time there have been folks to jump 
up and flap their wings and crow and create 
a sensation but they pass away and are forgot- 
ten. “‘The fool hath said there is no God,” 
but I wouldent say it even if I believed it for 
the intelligence of centuries and the best peo- 
ple of all ages would be against me and would 
convict me either of vanity or folly. 

The newspaper man asked the Chicago 
preacher what was he going to do about it and 
he said he was going to preachit. Then he 
asked him what good would come of itif 
everybody believed like him and he dident 
seem to appreciate the question for he never 
answered it. Then he asked him what need 
would we have of churches or preachers and 
he said ‘“‘none at all.”’ 

Well I think that man is honest but there 
is a screw loose and be can’t belpit. He has 
been thinking too much. If be had been 
raised on a farm and had to deal with nature 
every day and see the wisdom of everything 
that God has made maybe he would have new 
visions of Providence but a man raised in town 
don’t hardly know that God made anything. 
There is a power of truth in that old saying 
that ‘God made the country and man made the 
town,” andi think that town felks had bet- 
tersend their children out occasionally into 
the woods and fields and along the branches 
and rivers and upon top of the hills and 
mountains and let them see something that 
the Almighty made. A city raised boy with 
arich daddy grows up with the idea that pa 
done it—pa made it or if he dident he can buy 


it. 

Mr. Carlyle says it is the unpretending 
masses of common working people who move 
the world and keep it safe. They may not 
think deep but they all think and when their 
thoughts come together and take shape they 
generally think right and that is where the 
old maxim came from, that the voice of the 
people isthe voice of God. Great men and 
eloguent men may move us and charm us for 
awhile but we are happier when we come 
back to simple faith and stand by the old land- 
marks. There are new inventions and new 
ways and new fashions, but there are no new 
principles Human nature is just what it was 
4,000 years ago. It gets better and gets worse 
and moves backwards and forwards like the 
swing of a pendelum but its average is about 
the same. We used to read about those 
awful wars in history and thought they were 
a dreadful people but we had one ourselves a 
few years ago and it was as bad as any. There 
are folks killing folks all the time and folks 
cheating folks. The papers are generally 
about balf full of crime and patent medicine. 
If they can’t kill us one way they will anoth- 
er. This reminds mé that old Aunt Lyddy 
Pinkham is dead but her picture keeps com- 
ing along all the same. Poor thing. 1 reckon 
she must have taken some of her medicine 
by mistake. 

Folks seem to be doing pretty well most 
everywhere now. These murders and suicides 
don’t stop the wheels from roliing. Thieves 
still hang around Washington and they have 
stolen too much money tobe convicted but 
they are bound to go upafterwhile. I see 
that the contractors for public buildings have 
stolen five millions and it is just coming out 
onem. One fellow got four hundred dollars 
for a granite rock that cost only forty-two dal- 
lars and he forged the tworkman’s receipt to 
his voucher. That is most too digging. I 
don't think we can stand it. The people have 
patience and longsuffering, but by and by 
they willspeak out. Ic was the like of this 
that made Mr. Benjamin say the other day 
that he did not have much confidence in the 
stability of our government. He said it was 
getting more and more corrupt and the thieves 
were now too strong for the people, but he is 


mistaken, They will all come to grief before 
long. Since I saw the last census report I feel 


better about our government. We have fifty 
millions of people and only six millions are 
foreigners. I have always been afraid of for- 
eigners but I am not now. Wecan manage 
six millions and preserve our institutions and 
our oid landmarks and our identity as a peo- 
ple. The hope of the world is in the old An- 
glo Saxon stock. They are good fighters,good 
inventors, good law-makers and good breeders, 
and when they goto stealing they can beat 
anybody. The Germans have got more econ. 
omy, the Irish more honesty, the French more 
politeness and the nigger more don’t care, but 
the Anglo-Saxon is the best combination horse 
in the world: They bave more grit and endn- 
rance, more go ahead, more contrivance,more 
independence, more 4th of July. The 4th of 
July is near at hand ani our people begin to 
feel sorter like they had some share in it. 
think we will hang out a little banner and 
bust a cap or two, just to teach the children 
the love of liberty and preserve the old land- 
marks. But the old landmarks are going and 
the old pictures and the old poetry. I was 
perusing an old time book the other day and 
the pictures dident fit our day at all. There 
was a round top bee hive made of straw and a 
man cutting wheat with a hand hook, and a 
family sitting round a big old time fire place, 
and there was a woman spinning flax and | 
got to thinking about Mr. Gray's eligy, when 
he says:

SPEAKING AT SPIRIF LAKE. 


What Georgians Have to Say to this Peeple of lowa 
and the Nerth west. 

The tollowing is a report of the speeches made by 
Géergians on the trip to the northwest at the hotel 
Orleans, spirit Lake, Iowa: : 

GOVERNOR BOYNTON 
Said, in substance: “I congratulate myself and 
parity on the happy privilege of being present to re- 
joice with you on this occasion; to eelebrate the 
eompletion of this railroad and this hotel and de- 
velopment of thiscountry.

The 
investments in buliding and machinery aggregate 
about $370,000. ithe permauent endowment fund 
is §.67,000. There is a foundry, machia », Car- 
pepter shop, assaying and miuing partment, 
iorges, a schuol of design, and a spinning and weay- 
ing department, together with ali the other appara- 
tus found in first-class literary colleges. There are 
five purely prufessional courses, to-wit: 1. Civiland 
a pe ee euginecring;2. Mechanical evgineer- 
ing; 3. Mining engineering, or mining and geology; 
4. Building and architecture; 5. Chemistry. 

‘Tbe training is both practical aud theoretical. 
The students work in the shops until they 
learn by actual _ trial an experiment 
the mode of shapiug, handling and constructing 
tools, machines aod ull other matters of like charac- 
ter. This institution does not seek to ulilize the 
practical results of the student’s labors. Every- 
thing is subordinate to the idea of instruction. 

The course requires four years to complete. The 
graduating student is prepared to fill apy position 
iu the great industrial departments of the country. 
He may choose any one of several professions. 
Owlug to this fact these students areiu great de- 
mand, and it has been found difficult to retain any 
of them even to fill valuabie pusitious as teachers 
in the institution which graduates them. 
WORCESTER F#EE INSTITUTE OF INDUSTRIAL 8CIENCE, 

From Boston the cummitiee proceeded to Worce- 
ster, a city about forty miles west of Boston, on the 
Buston and Albany railroad. Here is located the 
free insiitute of industrial science, established in 
1865, and to the politicians better known as the 
school to which the Hon. George F, Hoar presented 
his back pay in 18 Sor 74. 

‘The president is Dr. H. F. Fuller, a traveled, 

scholariy geutlemau;in ilove with his wurk and 
withal apparently the most enthusiastic advocate of 
technical education that we metinthe north. The 
college embraces very nearly the same departments 
with the technological institute at Boston. The 
course in mechanical engineering requires three and 
a half years to compiete. The anuual income is 
$24,000. The totalendowment $621,000. There are 
thirteen professors. The chief distinction 
between this school and the one just mentioned— 
in fact between this and ail Otners that we visited, 
is found in the fact that the results of the students’ 
work are utilizedand sold for the benefit of the 
college. No materialis lost. Thestudent is care- 
fully watched, and from the beginuing taught to 
understand that h< is working for value, and not 
mere experiment. He occupies the position practi- 
cally of an apprentice, aud feels fro com- 
meucement, we are told, au added responsibilty, 
both to the institution and tothe pupils. In this 
way a net income of over $5,000 is realized from 
the mechanical department, which goes toward les 
sening the geueral expenses of the institution. It 
is claimed for this feaiure of the college thatit be 
getsin the student at a very early period the 
habit of care and attention, and iusures. a 
lively and practical interest in all the theoretical 
work of the instructor. Itiscertainly on the side 
of economy, aud either this fact, or the plausible 
manner of the president in receiving and welcom- 
ing us, caught the fancy of the committee, and dis- 
posed them to look with probably more favor on 
this schoel than on any that we visited. The ex- 
aminations at the close of the term werein progress, 
and we had every facility .o see and understand 
the methods of impartiagiastruction. The senior 
class were engaged in constructing a Buckeye en- 
The work was about 
completed when we reached the college, and a 
neater and more substantial looking job we never 
saw. Every part was manufactured by the 
students in the workshops of the _ col- 
iege, thoroughly tested und approved by 
the superintendents and found correct This com- 
pieted engine can easily besold at a handsome 
profit. Desks, tables, brackets, and various other 
articles of furnitnre are constructed by the students 
Several new and str king iaventions have been 
patented, and are now regularly manufactured in 
the college. We found nere the source of numer 
ous articles of vertu, the bric-a-brac of ourstudies 
and parlors, each containing the embodiment of 
some striking thought worked out io wood or iron. 
The machinery was very fine, and as the students 
are taught to manufacture,the tools and machinery 
employed by them, much of it is the result of their 
own work. 
Here, Messrs. Editors, the greatness of the work in 
which the committee were engaged commenced to 
reveal itselfto us. What influence for good would 
the founding of such an institution in our midst 
have upon the fortunes ofour state? This school 
at Worcester, we were told, has made ef that com- 
paratively small village, origininally, a thriving 
city of nearly 75,0°0 people. It has made thecity a 
center of manufacturing enterprise. It hasdevelop- 
ed the inventive talents of the citizens till the city’s 
ratio of iv ventionsis by far the largestin the state. 
Wealth and influence necessarily followed on such 
instruction, for every student is an educatedource 
of power. Impulse was thus given to mechanical 
genius, skilled labor was secured, capital was in- 
vited, the students—largely taken from the country 
— turned their attention to the development of their 
home resources; and to-day the proudest, best edu- 
cated and most promising city in Massaciusetts, 
outside of Boston, is Worcester.

From the best information obtainable, it seems 
that after Beirne’s arrest by a Richmond policeman, 
he was turned over to the county deputy sheriff. 
The officers then went in search of Elam, and suc- 
eeeded in tracing him toa house in the vicinity, 
but were refused admittance, and the county off- 
cer declined to force an entrance, he not 
having a search warrant. Later, @ passenger 
train from Richmord bound west, past West ian- 
over junction, and immediately thereafter Beirne 
was misved.

“But few of the truck farmers of southwest Georgia 
had learned the proper time for putting their seeds 
in che ground; they were ata loss to know What 
kinds of seeds to plant, and, indeed, many of them 
had to plantsuch asthey could get, regurdless of 
Again, most of our truck farmers were 
compelled to plant just suc’ land as they happened 
to have, regardless of fertility and adaptability, 
while it has become well known to most of them by. 
this time, that in order to grow fine vege- 
tables the land must have been previously 
brought up to a high state of fertility and cultiva- 
tion byaseries of crops. The result of all this has 
been, the vegetables grown have been very inferior 
stock. Our truck farmers were warued of this, too, 
in advance,and ifthey have suffered they must 
bear it patiently and resolve to do better next time. 
In regard to the Irish potato crop a very serious 
blunder has been made by many of our truck farm- 
ers in gathering them too early, while the vines 
were yet green and luxuriant. The potatoes were 


found to be immature, and, therefore, utterly unfit 
forspipping long distances. : 
* xs In the meantime, there is 


no reason why any man shouid become. discour- 
aged. All gigantic enterprises have at first met 
with opp»sition, and it would be out of the usual 
order of eventsif this new indusiry of truck farm- 
ing should be made an exception to the geueral 
rule.’’

Irish Potatoes—#190 Profits on Two Acres. 
From the Mawkinsville Dispatch. 


We had heard that there was some dissatisfaction 
and disappointment over the results of truck farm- 
ing in this section, particularly about Perry and 
Cochran, and that the feeling slightly prevailed 
around Hawkinsville. The Jelks Brothers of this 
place seem to be well pleased with their crops, and 
will increase them next year. Mr. J. O. Jelks toid 
the Dispatch yesterday that he had made sixty-six 
barrels of Irish potatoes. on twoacres, and that he 
estimates the profits at one hundred and ninety 
dollars. On the two acres he planted four barrels; 
used sixty five busbels cotton seed to the acre: did 
the plowing with one mule; never used ihe hoe at 
all; had ten hands engaged one day and a half in 
gathering the potatoes. 


He ship;ed thirty-eight barrels to Cincinnati and 
sold the others at home and in Atlanta. The pota- 
toes averaged $3.50 per barrel. The freight was 60 
cents per barrel, ani is now 65 cents, 

Deducting all expenses, Mr. Jelks calculates thata 
his profits on the two acres have been $90. 

The land is richer and in better condition to-day 
than it was before the potatoes were planted.

The spot cash store of Mr. D. H. Dougherty pre- 
gented a curious sight on yesterday. It was crowded 
fom morving to night almost without interm is- 
sion with cheerful and busy buyers. The salesmen 
in every department of the great 
store were ready to go to sleep with- 
out rocking when the day's work was done.

“Whatare some of the causes for it?”’

15 percent cheaper than my neighbor. Assertious 
count for nothing. What the — want is proof. 
When you say you can doa thing and then show 
why it is to your inierest to do itand why you are 
able to doit, the public will believe that you are go- 
ing todoit.

lace [ have no lowes on credit sales, I haveno book 

eepers tohaudie my accounts, I have no collectors 
toran afver people a haifa dgzen tim-s for one 
gemali bill, and having cash in”hand for every aol- 
lar that I sell lam enabied to pay cash for all that 
buy and thereby get the cash discounts.”’ 

‘You say this saves you 15 per cert in your sales at 
le ist.”’ 

“I bave had experience in both systems and 
formerly sold for cash and credit and had several 
hundred accounts ou my books. A certain percent- 
age of these was lost. 1 had to employ at several 
thousand dollars cost for salaries, book keepers and 
collectors to manage these accounts. I frequently 


charged on my books ato.e time, the interest on 
which I was losing. I now have none of this ex- 
pense, lose none of this interest, and lose no per- 
centage of what I sell. When a piece of goods leaves 
my sto:e the cash isin my drawer, and there is no 
trouble of charging it up, no making out accounts, 
no wasting of stationery, no sending around & 
collector. Besides saving from these 
items, having the cash in my 
dr- wer for every dollar's worth of goods I sell 
before the goods ieave the house, I pay cash for 
alli buy aud thereby discount my 30 to 60 days 
bills. Manya merchant will tell you thatif he 
could discount ail his bills he would ask no other 

rofit for his year’s business than the margiu that 

is dis‘ounts give him. I save all these discounts, 
a thing that it was impossible to do under the 
old sytem, except by employing double or treble 
capital in your business and thereby having in- 
teres®to charge on them.’’ 

“What is your argument tocash buyers?’’ 

‘Tl argue tothe prejudice of the sentiment of no 
man or woman, I address my remarks to their 
pockets.°if 1 can’t sell cheaper than any other house 
I want my customers to buy elsewhere, even if they 
like me better than the other man, or if they are 
kintome. But [I maintain, and I have proven 
to the satisfaction of thousands of customers in the 
past six months that seliiag for spot cash enadles 
me tozsell atl5 percent less*than I ever sold at 
before or than any one ejse can sell at tomakea 
living profit on their goods."’ 

‘You then claim to offer advantages to cash buy

“You don't have to increase your margin for con- 
tingence?’’ 

“No,and that is a very important item. Ifa 
merchant buys a thousand dollars worth of goods 
and itcosts him a thousand dollars to manage their 
sale, he could afford to sell them ata profit of $150, 

rovided the money was depvusited for the goods 

efore the goods were delivered. Butif for a large 
part of these goods no money was paid, if as issome

‘ Is the spot cash system gaining in favor?” 

“Yes, itis being adopted in many cites. I don’t 
care for it to become general here, for it gives me an 
advantage at presentin the dry goods trade of At- 
lanta that I sbould hate to give up 
You see every customer who tries my 
prices and buvs goods of me becomes 
anadvertisement for my store. They see exacily 
what my cash system is doi g and they tell their 
friends of it. Besides, every person, man, woman 
and child who reads my advertisement, or who may 
read what vou have tosay about my plan, must 
confess to themselves that my system is a good one, 
and thatmy reasoning is sound They must ac- 
knowledge that selling for spot cash will enable a 
Man to sell cheaper than the man who takes risks 
and the heavy expense of the credit business. They 
must know that they can buy more for cash at my 
store than they can buy anywhere else for eash and 
if they @on't trade with me it is simply because 
they do not wantto save money. ’ 

“Did the adoption of the cash system drive off 
many of your customers”?’’ 

“The very fewest. You would be astonished to 
know what a smal! percentage of the buying pub- 
lic Can't pay cash for goodsif they wantto do so. 
Buying on credit issimply a haoit, and a most per- 
nicious one, to both buyer and seller. It leads to 
risk on one side and to lavish ouUay .on the other, 
and ends by embarrassing both. I believe that 95

At first I 
had some of my best Customers to start in my store 
to buy and suddenly remember that 
they had left their purs t home. They would 
leave the store and perhaps buy elsewhere for that 
day. But next time they came they would bring 
their purses with them and the habit ence started 
Was no trouble tokeepup. I have had many of 
mny Customers to tell me thatas soon as they had 
adopted the spot cash system of trading with me, 
they had adopted it with their gro- 
cers, butchers, and all persons with whom 
they traded and that they had saved from ten to 
twenty-five percent and had secured better goods 
by the change and spent less money. They found 
much more sstisfaction, no worry over disputed ac.

“Has the spot cash system had any effect on the 
character of your business?”’

They get 
their beef from Armour & Co., which is loaded in 
refrigerator cars in their packing house and shipped 
here in their own refrigerating car and imune- 
diately unpacked and hung in their refrigerator, 
Which is always down to a freezing point. The 
consequence the meat from the time it is slaught- 
€red up to the time it is sold has never been ex- 
posed to the warm air.
